.\ .Vational Coiiferonco oC Canadian 
.Students is to be hold at St. Anno do 
Kellevue, December 27th to January 
L'nd. Preparation for It at IMcGIII l.s 
Just be^'liuiiiig .•lUliough the committee 
on .irrangoment.s has been busy plan 
ning the programme and securing the 
leaders since early spring. The event 
promises to be of leading Interest In 
the university In the next two months. 
Never before have representatives 
from llio studoiu bodies of .-ill the other 
Canadian colleges .-issombled in .Mont 
real. Only once before has a meeting 
of students, national^ in scope, been 
held at all In Canada. 

The conference is called by the Stu- 
dent ChristinnJrpyçment,o£.jvUich. tho 
Mccill S.C.A. ia a member. It Is ex- 
pected that about 250 students will be 
present. 

The subject as stated in the advance 
folder is to 'consider the application 
of the Christian way of life to group 
living, with particular reference to 
Canadian national life'. The considera- 
tion has been limited to tho institu- 
tions of Government, Kducation and 
the Chiircli." Thr; folder says further, 
"A great many students are seriously 
concerned with their relations with the 
organized society in which they find 
themselves. To therh life seems to be 
divided Into two parts. There are the 
■'institutions and social groups to which 
they belong, almost automatically — 
the university and church, the state, — 
in short all that makes up every-day 
life: and there is their own personal 
life, based on convictions and beliefs 
which have grown out (jf ihoir study 
and experience". Tho difficulty of this 
reconciliation creates the problem. 

The conference is to meet for six 
days in the buildings of Macdonald 
College which constitutes an Ideal lo- 
cation. At a later date a complete 
list of speakers and the detailed pro- 
gramme will be published. Among 
those now expected are the names of 
Rev. G. A. Studdert-Kennedy, Dr. Ri- 
chard Roberts, Prof. R. M. Maclvor of 
Toronto, Dr. O. D. Skelton. late of 
Queen's, Principal Murray of Suskat- 
chowan and Prof. ÀVallaco of Manitoba. 

Next Tuesday a general Introductory 
meeting to the conferenc will be held 
at StrathcDiia Hall, when students and 
members of the c;ommlttee will explain 
the theme. A series of forum meet- 
ings are to be held on the following 
Wednesday niglita tc/ consider the sub- 
divisions of the subject.

It 
secniR to us that being nblo to exhibit 
n sliecpfkin «n rton.aiid, and possossinR 
the ability to recite n string of poems, 
algebraic formulae, or the odd classi- 
cal quotation, is only four point four 
per cent of a college career. 

The social contact of student witli 
student, and the subsequent profiling 
by the example, good or bad, of that 
contact, is going to do one infinitely 
more good In the future than the rn- 
r.ltation of a passage from Homer or 
the like. And here is our point. 

A fool is the most necessary fellow 
at college. . The example of his sense- 
less actions.

Fortunately, wa have 
lots of foola at McGill. The great 
trouble seems to be that we arc not 
profiting by their presence. It is re- 
gretablc, but thln^ contingcnti-^of fools 
Is having a deplorable ruinous effect 
on the imprcsslonnble brains of some 
of our younger atAdents. 

The most dangerous part of this so- 
cial figurehead .'stuff ;lt that It's awful- 
ly infectious. Once the disease Is con- 
tracted, It's a lengthy Illness ere the 
patient returns to normal and sanity. 

To be able to cut a keen figure on 
(he ballroom floor, seems, on the face 
of It, quite an attractive quality. Per- 
haps It Is, If practiced In moderation. 
To handle ably an important role in 
college life in no little achievement;

CIRCUMSCRIBING MENTAL HORI- 
ZONS 

The rcciuoHl ot the Magazine I'lib- 
liHlier.s' Association oC Canada that a 
t!ix ot tifleen cents a pound be placed 
on the advertising matter in maga- 
zines eivtcrlng Canada from the United 
States pos.slbly concerns a unl-v-crslly 
community more directly than It doiî.s 
any other section of the country. Uni- 
versity students are .among the best 
patrons ot the magazine dealers. Their 
Interests have not yet been llimltcd by 
an Incessant .search for the elusive 
dollar. They have a thirst for Infor- 
mation on all .subjecte, a desire to 
know how other parts of the -world 
live, think and make Jokes, and In no 
way can they find out so convenient- 
ly and cheaply as by reading maga- 
zines which come from other countries. 

Magazine publislfcrs, in proposing 
tho tax, are ■-attempting to make it 
practically impossible for students to 
afford American magazines. The only 
magazines left would be those pub- 
lished in Canada and at the present 
time only tliree or four of lho.so re- 
ceive a casual glance from a univer-' 
sity student. The reason is not ob- 
scure. It is not because Canadian ma- 
gazines do not publish salacious ar- 
ticles; It 1.S not because American 
magazines are gold by high pressure 
methoda of salesmanship; it i.s not 
because Canadians are not interested 
ill their own country. Iti Is simply he- 
cause Conadin^ magazines as a whole 
are so poor in (iiiality and quanlily 



of material that for tho most part thoy 
aro not worth reading. 

Tho iiica Is made that Caiindlans 
should road moro tho work ot Canadian 
authom. It muy bo taken for granted 
that not oven the publlslicrn would 
publlonlly advise one to read Inferior 
authors. Yel In order tn rind the ciir- 
rnnl work of worth- while CiiiiadlatiH 
OUI' iiiiiHl m, to the American Magii- 
zliioH. How often do Canadian inaga- 
zlnoH publish orllelcs, stories and 
pooms ot Charles G. D. Roberts, Bliss 
CaiTnon, Arthur Strlhgor, Harvey 
O'HIggliis, and ot the Intorostlng dual 
iperHonaJlly, L. Adams J3ock and E. 
Ilnrrlngtoii? The Canadian iiubllshors 
say that lliey liolp Iho younger writers, 
but L. Adams Book was famous and 
no longer .voung before tho Canadian 
publishers discovered she was a Cana- 
dian, BIIhb Carmen, the moHt Ihorotigh 
Caiindlaii ot them all, would have 
starved fur all tile aHSlRtnhçbrho ro- 
eelvod from Canadian mngnizlncs. 

It must bu adiiiillod, ot course, that 
lliero Is a vlclou» circle. Canadian ma- 
gazines cannot nftord to publish the 
work of tlin bolter writers until llipy 
can comiieto In circulation with Ameri- 
can maga-/.lncs, and tlielr circulations 
cannot compctu with tho American 
magazines until they can publish Ihe 
work ot tho better writers, l-'^nanclal 
assistance which will enable them to 
prnduco better publications Is desir- 
able, but 11 must not bo of the klml 
which cuts oft the Intellectual food 
ot tho people of Canada,— and the peo- 
ple ot Canada appear to be In need 
of all tho Intellectual food that can 
be provided. Tlio publlshei» say that 
Canada Is bocoming flooded with Am- 
erican Ideas as the result of an Inun- 
dation of American magazines. It Is a 
statement that few will riucsllon. They 
seem to havo overlooked the fact that 
Konu'.of llio Ideas may bif good ones. 
It Is the best thing po.sslMo lo expose 
11 man or country to .-ill sort.s ot Ideas, 
both good and bad. The desirable ones 
will remain It the man or country Is 
desirable.

In all of thein are found charac- 
teristics of the dynasty during which 
they were painted. ' If the paintings 
are closely studied according to their 
respective dynasties it can be seen 
that Chinese art of Oiat time went 
through varIou.s stages just as art did 
30»ne hundreds of years later In Eu- 
rope. '^Several pieces displayed which 
are fruit of thes renaissance period that 
took place in the Ming dynasy are very 
plea-slng. They show a brilliance and 
elegance in treatment. 

In all these works the pattern Is of 
greatest Interest, as It Is In all Chinese 
art. They arc all highly decorative 
and most of them seenj almost perfect 
In design. Their rliythm is very pleas- 
ing as Is their balance, unity and har- 
mony. Being- an artist who la most in- 
terested in the decorative effect of. his 
work, the Chinese devotes himself 
largely to detail. His mastery of it is 
beautifully presented In all of these 
paintings. 

The entire group of paintings In this 
shelving are examples of the best 'art 
of these periods and beautiful remem- 
brances of a people who were masters 
of their work.

Bloomlngton, In., Nov. 4. — (By Ex 
change Service).— Dr. A, L. Foley, 
head of the piiysics department and 
Thomas A. Bdson iïiventor, agree 
in ons thing ut disagree on another 

In a recent interview Kdaon said a 
radio is a good thing for every home 
but as far as music is concerned it 
Is a failure. Dr. Foley agrees that a 
radio Is a good thing for every home 
but he docs not think It .s a failure 
as a machine by wh eh music may be 
n joyed; 

When aakëd -what he thought of 
Edison's views oiî radios Dr. Foley 
;ild, "Radios will conl nue to be used 
largely for music. It Is the gambling 
Instinct In people that makes them 
use radios, for they never know just 
what thy will get, nor how good t will 
be. However, I have turned on my 
adio, and h.ave had music that was 
not In the least distorted. A phono- 
graph record is played and it has to 
bo changed. A radio can 4>c, turned on 
and one can sit listening to It for long 
periods of time without a break 
which gives It an advantage over the 
phonograph." 

Again, Hdlson and Dr. Foley agrée 
When asked what he thought of thé 
quality of phonograph music Dr 
Foley said the phonograph gives just 
as good music as the radio ever gives 
quaHlty of phonogi-nph mu.sic T)r 
Tin; phonograph hit-s permanent re- 
cords wh ch can be i-ei)r'oilucod at any 
timo, us an example, records. made by 
Caruso will be sold for a long time. 
'Radios," Dr. Fi)lcy miM, "satisfy tihe 
ganrbling- and expectant nature of 
people, and phonographs do not; 
moreover, what ISdIson said about 
radios will not decrease thelr^sales." 

Dr. Foley Is accepted as ^a^Sor- 
Ity on both radCs and phonographs. 
He ihas Invented a radio loud speaker 
which the Showers Orolhers company 
use on their radios, and the Starr

Princeton, N. J., Nov. 4.— (By IJx 
chdngo Sorviico)— V'ollwwlng tcxhnuls» 
ttvo researches covering a period of 
some 20 years, Professor I.rf>uls Cons, 
of tjhe Department of Modern Liingu- 
ag03 lit Princeton has succeeded In 
e.stiibllshlng tho identity of tho auUior 
of "l<a Farce «lu Piitholln", greatest of 
Krench comedies before Mollerc, and 
familiar, to umdérgraduatcs -wlio have 
taken Frenrfi. 

In a modest monograpli published 
concurrently last month by tho Uni 
verslty Press -«nd Les Presses Univer- 
sitaires de Frn.tice, Professor Cons 
tells how ho proved that Gulllaiumo 
Alecls, Norman Bénédictine, who 
flourlHhea In the IDtlh Century, was 
the anonymous writer of fhe farce 
Hcliolars had tried repeatedly and rall< 
od -utterly solve this problem since 
14G4, the y««r In which thé work ap- 
pe.ired . 

Tho method by which the Professor 
made hln disoowry Is, in his own 
words, (much like, the approved de- 
'marches of tihe private detective. 
There wore three avenus of approach 
tho date of the play, the region of 
Prance, and t<he cSasa (milieu) of 
society to wthlcih the author belonged 
Intensive exploration of the oldest 
texts of the play revealed tho answer 
to these problems. Alcclg, talented 
monk and mam of letters of tho Abbey 
of Lyre— eccc homo.^^ 

Studied Historical Data 
Now- Alecls was known to have 
written several other works -of a hum 
oroiis and satirical nature; to these 
Professor Cons had reconrsc. He not- 
ed »t once pocullarMles of stySc and 
subject cimmon to both these playa 
and "Pathelln." by studying such 
hJvtorical data c.'ncornln,7 Alecis sg 
!'v;ii!; : .Ie. tho last line in the 
chain of evidence was forged. Traits 
of fellow monks of the Abbey was 
mentioned ;»i tho farce. Similar evid- 
ence appeared on every side. 

Why did Alecls write anonymously, 
and why wîien "Pathelln" was In- 
stantly recognized as a mastérplece 
did ho not claim lils due? Like all good 
monks he appears to ih*v« been a 
practical! man, and he d<d not wish to 
lose his Job when the Phurch should 
discover that tne priitm* quailtln of 
the faroe emanated from the cloistered 
walls of a Norman abbey .Tet he 
did nor mar his great work with the 
obscnittes so characteristic of the 
drama of h'.a time. This fact led Pro 
feasor Cons to the conclusion that tho 
author must have been a priest. 
Had Delicate Humer 
That Aieols was a clever fellow, 
blcsssed with a delicate sense of hu- 
mor, there Is no doubt. Fearing to 
attach his name to "Pathelln," he 
nevertheless took pains to leave hints 
in tho farce and in his other works 
which would enable an enligtened and 
and patient scliolar to dispel the my- 
stery surrounding its .authorship. 
Thus verse 123 in "Pathelln" Is almos.| 
the counter part of verses 123-24 of 
Los Falntes du Monde," one of his 
signed plays. And the first allusion 
ever made to the farce may be found 
In the writings of Alecla. 

So well did he cover Up his foot- 
step.s, however, that such hints es- 
caped scholars foi- four and one hollf 
centuries. It was never averred oven 
that the writer could have been n 
monk. Some had claimed that 
Franco . s Villon Was the author; ' no 
one thouglit of Alecls. The most direct 
allusions ■ In the f.irco occur In a 
Hceno whorom Pathelln talksiglbherlsh. 
Perhaps .scolnrs wore thrown off the

An audience boriierlnp: on mo tlioii- 
mnd listened to the condemnation nJid 
defense of advertising^ as a business 
meditun and upheld the stand taken 
by the British -debaters. The vote was 
taken on the morits of the question 
and not. of the debate. 

Cambridge Deplores Advertising 
"Resolved That This House Regrets 
the Larsre 1-Mrt Plaj-ed by Advertls- 
Ine In Modern Life", was the pro- 
position put before the House by 
IJean Herbert. Hawkcs. who aotod as 
chairman. Doploring advertising: be- 
cause il i.ndiiccd "foollne with real- 
ity" and was creative ot men who 
wc^re mere "showmen", Catnbrldg:c 
condoned the pre.sent flourjshing stat- 
us of the art. Colimibia, on the other 
hand, «^trcssed the impossibility of 
sopar.xt.ine modern advertising from 
the highly developed social and ec- 
onomic structures today, and pointed 
out the groat educational and econ- 
omic -stUucs it fosior.s. 

Thomas A. Sully '2S, Harold Davis 
'271.. and Kenneth H. Abernnihy '27 
coiirposed the Momingside reproncni- 
atlvos. The personnel of the Cam- 
bridee team included H. G. Herklots 
or Trinity College, -A.. L. Hutchinson 
, of Christ's College and W. G. Ford- 
liam of MapdaJene College. 

•It Pays to Advertise* 
Refuting HerJvlots who opened the 
debate for Cambridge, Sully pointed 
out that though the opposition ob- 
joct("d 1.0 the mliîuse and the evils of 
advertising, ii could not deny him 
the right to say "it pays to advert- 
ise. , 

"Thi.« audience which the gentle- 
man from Cambridge Yi&s lauded 
was gathered only through the inc- 
dlixm of advertising," he stated. 
"P^itaérmoTè it is undeniable that 
advertising is the modem metihoa of 
"■maTJceting good.s and insures reliable 
products." 

Sutchlnson answered that the fact 
tha.t It doesn't pay to ad'vertise shod- 
dy '8:ood.s was no ^ruarantee that 
shoddy goods would not 'be advertis- 
ed and that anyn-ay. It was the large 
part played" by advertising and not 
advertielng itself that Cambridge -was 
condoning. The Columbia defense was 
then taken up by Davis, who dreiv a 
picture of American economic life 
and attributed it soley to this meth- 
od of reaching the consumer. 

Cambridge cloHod its case by citing 
the success of Henry ]''ord and 
claiming llutt the big business did 
not depend on wide advertising. Ab- 
ornathy then suggested the postilbll 
ity o£ atlt'f i«gulation8 to offset the 
uiidesirabk- fou.tJurt.s .-iiid closud by 
rocapltulatiiij; tlua iidveriisiug wan 
educational and d.ld improve article.s 
manufuckurud.
